(Received  the  assent  of  the  President  on  the  2 5th  December 
1952  ; first  published  in  the  For  Sb  George  Gazette 
on  the  3 1st  December  1952.) 

An  Act  to  provide  for  regulating  or  prohibiting  the  cultivation 
of  any  specified  varietv  of  cotton,  the  mixing  of  any 
specified  variety  of  cotton  with  any  other  variety  of 
cotton  and  the  possession  or  use  of,  or  trade  in,  any 
specified  variety  of  cotton  in  certain  areas  in  the 
3[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  regulating  or  prohi- 
biting, in  certain  areas  in  the  3[State  of  Tamil  Nadu],  the 
cultivation  of  any  specified  variety  of  cotton,  the  mixing 
of  any  specified  variety  of  cotton  with  any  other  variety 
of  cotton  and  the  possession  or  use  of,  or  trade  in,  any 
specified  variety  of  cotton  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as 
.follows  : — * 

Short  title  1*  (0  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1[Tamil  Nadu] 
and  extent.  Cotton  Conti  ol  Act,  1952.

Provided  that  the  cotton  so  mixed  is  not  made  into 
fully  pressed  b:: les  and  is  used  in  such  iVctory  exclusively 
in  the  manufacture  of  yarn  or  cloth. 

(2)  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the  factory  shall 
maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained  a register  containing  a 
daily  record  of  cotton  other  than  standard  cotton  received 
into,  ani  use  ’ in,  the  factory.  He  shall  preserve  such 
regir^r  for  a period  of  not  less  than  two  years  from  the 
date  of  tne  last  entry  made  therein.

(b)  enter  upon  or  into  any  land,  budding,  ship, 
vessel,  vehicle  or  place  in  a controlled  area,  in  which  he 
knows  or  has  reason  to  believethat  any  variety  of  standard 
cotton  mixed  with  any  other  variety  of  standard  cotton 
or  any  prohibited  variety  of  cotton,  whether  mixed  with 
any  variety  of  standard  cotton  or  not,  is  kept  in  ccniia- 
vention  of  a notification  under  section  3,  sub-section  (1), 
\ and  seize  such  cotton. 

(2)  (a)  Every  officer  seizing  any  cotton  under  sub* 
section  (1)  shall  forthwith— 

(i)  take  a sample  of  the  cotton  seized , separate  it 
then  and  there  into  three  equal  parts  and  securely  pack 
and  seal  each  of  them  with  his  seal  in  the  presence  of  the 
occupier  or  person  in  charge  of  the  land,  building,  ship, 
vessel,  vehicle  or  place  on  or  in  which  such  seizure  was 
made  and  of  two  witnesses  and  in  case  the  occupier  or 
person  afore  said  wishes  to  seal  them,  they  shall  also  be 
sealed  with  h s seal  ; and 

(ii)  subject  to  any  rules  made  under  section  15, 
send  one  of  the  sealed  packages  to  the  Cotton  Specialist 
authorized  bythe  Government  to  receive  it,  for  examination 
and  report  to  the  Director,  retain  another  such  package  for 
his  own  use  and  deliver  the  third  sealed  package  to  the 
occupier  or  per  son  aforesaid . 

(b)  The  officer  referred  to  in  clause  (a)  shall  have 
discretion  either  to  entrust  the  remainder  of  the  seized 
cotton  to  the  occupier  or  person  aforesaid  or  to  make 
other  arrangements  for  its  safe  custody.  If  the  officer 
decides  to  encrust  the  cotton  to  the  occupier  or  person 
aforesaid , such  occupier  or  person  shall  take  charge  of 
the  same  and  shall  give  an  undertaking  in  writing  to  pro- 
duce the  said  cotton  before  any  Court  when  required  to 
do  so  bythe  said  officer.
